The housing condition has always 
een acute in Richmond and while 
in other cities only a few years aga 
there were thousands of vacant flats 
and apartments, there has always 
been an unsupplied demand for 
homes in Richmond, and this no 
doubt will continue for many years 
‘o come, due of course to its won- 
derfully rapid growth and develop- 
ment which nudouwbtedly will be 
greater during the next five or ten 
years than ever before. : 

Being members of the National 
Association of Real PEstate Boards 
we receive the ‘‘National Real Es- 
tate Journal,” published twice each 
month.

By analyzing the foregoing, you 
will find that in order to receive a 
rent which will provide a fair rate 
of interest of six or seven per cent, 
an investment of a house end lot 
costing $5,000 must bring at least 
$60.00 to $75.00 per month and 
upon this amount an income tax is 
required according to the extent of 
the investment, which in many in- 
stances brings the net returns to a» 
low as one Gr two per cent. 

From the foregoing one can read-
